SUBJECT : Background leformetion for Responding to the 
Letter from. Cougreseman joel T. Broyhill to 
the Director of CLA 


1. Congressman Broyhill is apparently ix receipt of seme misiaformation. 
This Agency does not have a fence is the area under consideration for 3 soccer 
field nor plan te move one. We are planaing te erect ¢ security fence around cur 
new area, however, az soon se the transfer is official. Also, this Agency has bed 
no responsibility for fences in the former Federal Highway Adminietration (FHWA) 
area which was recently acquired by the Netional Park Service (NPS). It is under- 
steed from eariier discusgions with David Bitchte, Superintendent, George Weshlagton 
Mameorial Parkway, National Capital Park Service, NPS, that this land will be treated 
as on expansion of the Turkey Pan park and picnic area by the NPS. In this new NPS 
aren. the only fenciag with which the Agency has been involved ic a section which runs 
west from the FHWA Route 193 road entrance and peraliel to Route 193. This fence 
wos put up is order to deter any undesirable entrance onto and use of the EA« base- 
bail diamonds and fields. In Merch 1969 BAA expeaded over $2,000 for fencing and 
gravel on the access road and later enother $210 for fence signs. Since this fence 
would still serve « usefal purpose to the NPS, tt is not concelvable that they would 
wieh to take it down or move It at this time. 


2. Soene time ago Mr. Ritchie advised officers of this Agency, FHWA. and GEA 
that he id net plan to develop the newly ecquired park area until a protective (security) 
fence had been erected sround the FHWA and CLA sections of land thus separating our 
property from the general public which would be using the park. ‘ir. Ritchie wee 
asked by a group is Fairfex County for permisefon to construct a soccer field on an 
aren of recently filled land unger the old water tower. He advised the CIA officers 
thet this request was being considered favorably by NPS but that the timing would 
have te follow the construction of the new feace. He did not wish to have teams, 
groupe related to them, picnicers, and others wandering throughout the area where 
mischief possibly could be done to existing FHWA equipment and facilitles which, 
witheat the fence, would be lef unprotected or to CIA properties near aur present 
fenee. 


3. The Office of Logistics has already tsken eteps to determine with the 
Office of Security the type of fence this Agency would require for security purposes.

4. The FHWA hed been in the process of surveying the entire section of land 
which it had declared excess and which has been divided and reallocated for the 
ase ef NPS, GA, and CIA; FHWA retained approximetely 4$ acres. Representatives 
of the above four agencies met last week in the FHWA offices to review the prelim - 
inazy drawiage of the survey and the statement of the motes and bounds. It is satict- 
pated thet the fine! results of this survey will be turned over to GSA, NPS, and CIA 
prior to the end of December 1971, It is important to note that thug far CIA hae sot 
Director, Region 3, Property idauagement aod Disposal Service, CSA, advised the 
Office of Logiatics representatives on 30 November that CSA was taking steps to 
eequtre from the OMB the authorization to transfer our section to us and expected to 
complete the official transfer in the sear future. As of 9 December 1971, Mir. 
Nannally has aot received the necessary information from OM@ to set the official 
date of transfer. 


5. in light of the above information, it ts evident that any delay thes far, which 
way be construed by Congressman Broyhill, would have been Isherent in the 
wurvey aad recording process of the FHWA. Obviously this Agency canuot commence 
construction of 2 fance until the land has beea officially transferred to it. ©ace this 
transfer bar been completed, the Agency will have to cut brueh and lay out the actual 
fence line, an apposed to the official property line, and then put up the fence. I have 
been edvieed that thie may require aa setimated 4 moathe. STATINTL
